GERMANS FAIL TO CON 


TINUE DRIVE 


Persistent Activity of Ar- 


tillery Indicates 


GREAT BATTLE'S RENEWAL 


Assault On Verdun Fortress 


Now is Being Pressed 
With G r e a t e s t Vigor 
Along a Four-Mile Front, 
Pressing Forward to Com- 
manding Positions Held 
By the French Troops. 


Pausing on the ground they 
had 


won on Monday and Tuesday in their 
impetuous dash southward to the 
west of the Meuse, the forces of the 
German crown prince, lighting 
for 


Verdun, failed tc continue last night 
their driving attacks on the French 
lines. The renewal of the great bat- 
tle, however, is being momentarily 
awaited, the persistent activity of 
the heavy artillery indicating 
that 


the time for this cannot be far dis- 
tant. 


The assault on the fortress is now 


being pressed with greatest 
vigor 


along the four mile front running 
fiom the north of Cumieres, 
iiea; 


the river, to Bethin Court, where the 
Germans (have already pressed for- 
vairi into the Corbeaux woods, be- 
tween Dead Man and 
Goose Hills, 


the commanding positions held 
bv 


the French in this sector. 


The battle has been raging with 


intensity from the Woevre, 
south- 


east of Verdun where the town of 
Fresnes was yesterday stormed and 
tt.Ken. 


Even in the Champagne 
region, 


still further west, there has 
been 


heavy fighting but this was on the 
Fier.cn initiative, Paris 
reporting 


that the trenches lost to the 
Ger- 


mant in a surprise attack on March 
6, bad been retaken in part. 


Apparently 'the operations in 
the 


Champagne district reported 
from 


t>nne to time in the official bulletins 
are not directly connected with the 
German effort toward the reduction 
of Verdun. 


Attention is being drawn to the 


operations of the Russians along the 
Black Sea coast in Armenia. 
The 


advance in this region is enabling the 
Central Russian army, well inland, 
to keep up its onward march from 
Er2erura to Si\as, some two hundred 
miles west of Erzerum. 


According to the current 
official 


statement from Constantinople the 
British army under General Aylmer 
on the way to the relief of General 
Townsend at Kut-El-Amara has been 
making renewed efforts to advance. 


I-' is declared however, that all its 


attempts failed. 


iRome advices indicate that Italy 


lias determined to make every effort 
to retain possession of the Avlona 
section, at the southerly end of Al- 
bania. Allied troops have withdrawn 
from virtually all the other Albanian 
territory to the north m the face of 
the Austrian advance southward.

Yon expect anything. Those are the 
horrible moments and the following 
is an instance. 


"The German attack was begin- 


ning. In a litte wood near >Vaux we 
had made ourselves a hiding place. 
AU day the German artillery search- 
ed out our lines all around our shel- 
ter. 
Great shells tore craters, but 


our ImpfovUed trench remained un- 
touched. Toward two o'clock in the 
morning the guns stopped. For nine 
hours my men had not moved nor 
•pottftn., for fear or revealing their 
preiMnoe. 
Their nerves were worn 


ttf raw. 
I could feel their powers 


of rfftitwiee failing and 1 w»t afraid 
that torn* OM would 


shcut and bring down a shower of 
heavy shells upon us. 


"Mysterious life filed the 
night, 


life which none of us 
understood, 


full of strange lights and 
sounds. 


My men began to grit their teeth. 
Sonu closed their eyes, others gnaw- 
ed their fists. 
Before us we saw 


crawling forms, they were certainly 
Germans. We waited for them with 
machine-guns loaded 
and 
pointed, 


but our orders were to let the assail- 
ants approach and to shoot 
them 


down safely from our shelter. 
But 


the men could hold themselves in 
no longer. 


"Suddenly before 
I could 
stop 


them, they leaped from the hole and 
fe.l upon the Germans in the dark, 
yelling like mad men. They should 
have perished to a man under 
the 


fire of the German machine guns, 
but luck was on their side and in a 
mir.ute they were all back 
in 
the 


trench, quite calmed. They had at 
length pierced, at the peril of their 
Hvef, the mystery of the Hghta, that 
myatery which causes the bravest to 
•budder."

stood to refer to the long standing 
friendship

will, when familiar with the expla- 
nations offered fully appreciate the 
position in which Germany finds her- 
self as a result of the blockade. 


By way of supporting the conten- 


tion that Germany's 
reprisals 
are 


justified, the memorandum is said 
to enumerate various actions of 
Great Britain, which have operated 
against the interests of neutrals and 
their citizens. These are citied to 
show that Great Britain has violated 
international law. 


To sustain the 
German 
conten- 


tions, it is pointed out that Germany 
agreed to abide by certain terms of 
the Declaration of London but that 
inasmuch as Great Britain has not 
restrained her actions to 
conform 


with the terms of the declaration, 
Germany cannot 
be 
expected 
to 


agree to operate under a code which 
Great Britain disregards.

'Gus Kern Held to Grand Jury 
Without Bond on Charge of 


Murder in the First Degree 


The case of Gus Kern, charged 


with murder and arson, was called 
before Justice Fletcher S Scott this 
morning at 9 o'clock, the state be- 
ing represented by Prosecutor J. W. 
Homer and the defense by Attorney 
B. G. Smythe. 
The 
affidavit 
con- 


taining the charges was read to Mr. 
Kern and he pleaded not guilty. 


The charge brought against Kern 


is the result of a confession made to 
deputy state fire marshals by Arthur 
Grubb, a former bar tender and ho- 
tel clerk for Kerns in his place of 
business in 
South Second street, 


Grubb confessing that he fired the 
place at the instance of Kern, to de- 
stroy an electric 
piano on which 


there was $800 insurance. The fire 
got be>ond Grubb's control and the 
hotel burned, five lodgers meeting 
their death in the fire. 


The first witness tailed was Dave 


Murphv, local insurance represent- 
ative, who testified that Kern car- 
ried insurance on his hotel, contents 
and piano in companies for 
which 


the witness stated as agent. 
After 


the fire, the witness testified, a *«t«| 


tlement was effected with Kern for 
$2863. Murphy testified that Kero| 
also carried insurance in other conn 
panies, but was not aware of th«j 
amount. 


Dr. W. E. Wiyiarch was the nex| 


witness and testified to being county 
coroner at the time of tbe hotel fire* 
January 6, 1914.

What shall Baby Week amount to? 


The Children's Bureau is urging the 
two thousand and. odd communities 
which have asked the 
Bureau 
for 


suggestions about the observance of 
3aby Week, to emphasize the oppor- 
tunity it affords for extending per- 
manent welfare work in each com- 
munity. 


The Bureau is now at work upon 


an analysis of 
the 
infant welfare 


work carried on last year in the 599 
cities of 10,000 population or over. 
Although the statistical findings are 
not yet ready

the 


Jureau offers the 
following brief 


preliminary report about the types 
>f infant welfare work 
which 
are 


ound in this country. 


One hundred and forty-one cities 


report having one or

infant 


velfare stations or centers to which 
mothers may bring their babies for a 
physician's advice -about feeding and 


cneral hygiene. 
Such stations for 


well babies arc distinct from the old- 


r and rnoro generally established 


dispensary or clinic for sick babies. 


Most of these infant welfare sta- 


ions have nurses who visit the moth- 
ers in their homes to see that tho 
nstructions in baby hygiene given at 
he station are understood and ap- 
plied.

r agencies which do not attempt to 
maintain infant welfare stations.

cellent one. Raise the arms high 
cverhead and, as this is being done, 
raise the heels so that the entire 
weight rests upon the toes, then try 
to reach a little higher. This might 
be called a stretching exercise, for 
most e\ery muscle that controls the 
body is put to a strong stretch. 


After retaining the stretching po- 


sition for a few moments, the heels

The 
legs must be held tensed through- 
out the exercise.

movement to begin with, but as tima

HOOD COMMITTEE TO RECOMMEND FEDERAL AID FOR LEVEES 


THE HOUSE COMMITTEE ON FLOOD CONTROL WHICH HAS JLVT RETURNED FROM A VISIT TO THE MISSISSIPPI RIVEIl STATES 


Washington, March 8.—That the 


Federal Government will be called upon 
substantially to aid the districts which 
suffered during the recent floods along 
the Mississippi River is the opinion of 
the members of the House Committee on 
Flood Control, which has just returned 
to Washington after an extended inspec- 
tion of the flooded area. .Hearings on 
this subject will be held in Washington 
early in March, and everyone interested 
In the subject will be invited to appear. 


The Committee on Flood Control, ap- 


pointed with a view to considering what 
action the- Government should take in 
helping the Mississippi River States in 
their present difficulty and in preventing 
a recurrence of the disaster, went South 
at the invitation of the Mississippi River 
Levee Association of Memphis, Tcnn., an 
organization of business men of the 
levee-protected lower valley. Those who 
made the trip were Representatives 
Benjamin G. Humphreys of Mississippi, 
chairman of the committee; l-'inis J. 
Garrett of Tennessee, Martin D. Foster 
of Illinois, Joseph J. Russell of Mis- 
sourl, Riley J. Wilson of Louisiana, 


Charles C. Kearn* of Ohio, J. W. 
Ilusted of New i .,,-k, W. It. Wood of 
Indiana, Thomas St mt of Montana and 
K. E. Denison of Illinois. 


The party made- a first-hand inspec- 


tion of the whole ]i,v.< r river from Cairo 
to New Orleans, \ir\.,ng the flood while 
at its crest. 
Stea»iij<.ats were used for 


the greater part of the trip, but for 
many long stretrhis the travel was by 
train through the flooded area. At one 
time the special train which carried the 
Flood Committoo •„ >-, in water 50 inches 
deep above the rail-, with the nearest 
dry land 17 miles ,tway. The flooded 
sections of Illinois, Missouri, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, 
Arltan" 
Louisiana 
ami 


Mississippi were ;i-;ti<l in company with 
the Army Enginc< r- on duty in the vari- 
ous districts, and the.entire situation 
was carefully investigated. 
Only one 


break had occunccl ,ji the main line of 
levees built by Oove-nmwit aid, that in 
theTansas ba*in of Louisiana, but back- 
water and floods from breaks in tribu- 
tary levees were responsible for damage 
amounting to sevenil million dollars. 


At the Tansus brcilc hundreds of por- 


«ons and nearly a thousand head of cat- 
tle were found grouped on the levee foe 
protection from the flood. 
Some evi- 


dences of destitution were found and re- 
ported to the Wur Department, with the 
ifcommendation that Federal aid be sup- 
plied at once. Sentiment among plant- 
ers and levee officials, however, wm 
found to be in opposition to the wide- 
' preatl distribution of rations by the 
Government. The general opinion ap- 
peared to be that, if the Government 
v.ould aid in the construction of perma- 
nent levees and flood controls, the South 
would care for its own housing and food 
problems. The exact report of the com- 
mittee will not be determined upon until 
after the conclusion of the forthcoming 
hearings.

directed by John A. Fox, secretary and 
manager of the Mississippi River Leveo 
Association, find a recognized expert 
ii[ion flood problems.

CCORDING to an eminent author- 


ity flies have been responsible 
for the death of more human be- 


ings than all the armies of the world. 


Flies are nature's champion spiead- 


If you were to examine 
a fly's legs through a sufficiently pow- 
erful microscope you would see a good 
deal of decayed animal and vegetable 
matter and millions of ugly wriggling 
things, more repulsive looking than the 
worst nightmare monsters. 


They are disease germa which the 


fly has picked up in the course of its 
travels. Diphtheria, enteric, typhoid and 
scarlet fever, influenza and many other 
diseases are doubtless resting on the 
legs of the fly. 


Every time he alights on your head 


he leaves a few germs. Presently he 
will crawl over your food and leave 
some more germs for you to eat. Per- 
haps he will drown himself In yonr 
milk jug. That will suit the germs, be- 
cause they breed quicker in milk than 
In any other medium.

It.is to children that flies are most 


dangerous. Whenever there is an ex- 
tra number of flies the infantile mor- 
tality always becomes abnormal. 


One of the reasons «hy there is less 


infantile disease, comparatively speak- 
ing, in tie large towns thau In the 
country Is because there are fewer 
flies. The pigsties, cow sheds, stables, 
refuse heaps and fertilizer piles of 
the country breed 90 per cent of the 
flies. 


It Is never too late to start 
Keep 


your rooms clean, cool and dry. Keep 
all food In a cool, dark pantry, and 
place covers over it if necessary. See 
that the lids of your garbage cans are 
always on tight, and do not allow rub- 
bish to collect In your garden. 


And whenever you see a fly kill it 


Remember that every fly is your enemy.

Gain Slightly.

Paris, March 8.—The 
battle 
of 


Verdun developed both in intensity 
and in extent all day yesterday and 
is now raging along the line from 
Cheppy in the Argonue to Fresnes in 
the Woevtv, showing that the second 
attack for the stronghold is to be 
made on a larger scale than the first. 
So far. according; to reports received 
here, the Germans, 
by 
employing 


masses of 
men 
without counting 


cost, obtained some 
slight 
gains 


both to the west of the Meuse and 
in the Woevre, where they carried 
Fre;t:es after a fierce struggle. 


Desperate fighting is again going 


on the left bank of the riyer. Fol- 
lowing up the advantage of yester- 
day the Germans, going around the 
foot ot the slope which served them 
as a mask, followed tue railroad and 
entered 
Hc-gnieville. 
From 
there 


they launched 15.000 men against 
Hill No. 2155 to the east of Cote de 
L'Oie and carried 
it. 
Thus 
they 


control the loop of the Manse within 
which Kegnieville is located. 
The 


French withdrew their right 
from 


within the loop and it now rests on 
the Meuse 
abo\e 
Cumieres. 
This 


withdrawal from an ad%anced posi- 
tion on the left bank became neces- 
sary, according to the military 
ex- 


perts, in order to 
maintain 
align- 


ment w i t h the positions on the right 
bank and it \\ould have been difficult 
to hold the advanced point 
which 


the Germans could at the same time 
attack in front and on the flank. 


France waits anxiously but confi- 


dently the issue of today's battliS. 
The Germans thus far at the cost of 
large losses have obtained command 
of the 
approaches 
to 
the 
main 


French positions beyond the wes? 
bank of the Meuse. The real strug- 
gle will begin when German masses 
hurl themselves again on the four- 
mile line of heights extending from 
Bethinrourt to Cumieres. 


Corbeaux wood in which the Ger- 


mans 
succeeded 
in 
establishing 


themselves is within a 
hollow 
be- 


tween Dead Man and Goose Hills, 
and as neither position is endanger- 
ed the German success is of little 
strategic importance. 


It is known here that the Ger- 


mans set aside r.oo.noo men to cap- 
ture Verdun. 
Only rJ'io.OUO having 


been employed 
up to yesterday, it 


was a question whether the remain- 
ing loo.t)00 would be used to make 
a sudden descent on some other part 
ot the French line in developing the 
offenshe against the fortress. 


The heavy attack west of the riv- 


er, however, leaves that question no 
longer to be settled. 


The impression of members 
of 


parliament who are kept regularly 
informed as to the progress of the 
battle is that the defense will be 
able to resist all onslaughts the Ger- 
mans are able to make, and that 
Goose Hill, on the left bank, 
will 


play a role similar to Douaumont on 
the right. 
It is expected the battle 


will reach its climax tomorrow or 
Friday. 
Xot until then will it be 


possible to judge which way the bat- 
tle will go.
